There are among 
them Perfons fo valuable ia ail Refpedts, that theic 
Choice had met with a more general Approbation, 
if it had fain upon one of their own Members. Could 
Ihave forefeen the Happinefs they defign’d me, | 
fhould have -earneftly defired you to caft your Byes 
upon one more capable than my felf of anfwering 
your Views, and more at Leifore now and then to 
appear in your Affemblies. {I fhould take a fingul- 
at Delight in fo doing, as well on account of the 
Improvement 1 fiould receive, as to fhew the par- 
ticular Efteem Thave for a Houfe that does fo much 
Honour to the Faculty, and, Iwill not feruple to 
fey, tothe Kingdom. if my Affairs deprive me 
of this Advantage, I beg you to affure all. your Bre- 
theen, that though 1 may not be furnifhed with all 
the Talents proper for fuch a Place, 1 will at leaf 
endeavour to make my felf worthy of it, by my 
Zeal to do every thing conducive to their Interefts, 
and by the moft paffionate Defire to render my if 
ufeful tochem. Ileave it to you, Sir, to make a 
Tender of my higheft Acknowledgment to all your 
Geatlgmen, and to affure them of the particular 


Efteem with which I profefs to honour them. 

On the tgth of June, the Ten fenior Doors of 
the Houfe of Sorbonne went to Verfailles, with the 
Bifhoys of St. Omer and Briev, to thank his Emi- 
nence for his Goodnels in accepting the Place of 
their Provifor ; when the fenior Do@or made him 
the following Speech. 


My Lord, 
FFU! of the mot grateful Sentiments for your 
Good aefsin accepting the Place we took the Li- 
berty toofftr to your Exinency, we appear before 
you to retura you our moft humble Thanks for the 
fame. The greateft Men both in Church and State 
have not, “tis true, thought that Title beneath 
them. They haveeven seckon’d it an Honovr te 
them ; and that Dignity receives a new Luftre from 
you, in regard of the high Rank to which the King’s 
prodegt Choice pad wife Difcernment have reifed 
ou. 

: Succeflor to the Great Armand de Richelieu in 
the moft important of Miniftries, you imitate thae 
illuftrious Cardinal in your Love and Beneyolence 
to Men of Learning, and particularly to the Houfe 
of Sorbonne, who dedicate their Lucubrations to 
the moft fubtime of all the Sciences, and to preferve 
the Purity of Faith and Dogtrine.

Whata fine Thing isit, A¢y Lord, that you have 
gain’d the Confidence of foreign Powers; and to 
fee them reft their Concerns upon your Emiaency's 
Honefty andtntegrity! . How greatis it, to give 
the Minifters to come, Examples of fo rare a Difin- 
tereftednefs, and te defire no other Recompence for 
allthe good you cando, than theGlory, the. Plea- 
fure, and the Joy of making Men happy ! | 
«As for us, Afy. Lord, While all Rurope rings of 
your Praifes, and the People Joad you with their 
Bleffings, we fhall content our felves with filently 
admiring all thefe Wonders, with blefling the Au- 
thor of every perfeé Gift, and with offering up to 
GOD our moft fervent Prayers, that he will al- 
ways multiply in you the.Riches of his Grace, and 
prolong a Life fo ufefol to the Glory both of Church 
and State.
